4. — President 
Roosevelt has transm itted to congress 
the report of James R. Garfield, com­ 
missioner of corporations, giving the 
results of his investigation of trans­ 
portation and freight rates In conjunc­ 
tion with the oil industry. 
In his message the president ex­ 
presses the view that the report is of 
capital Importance because of the ef­ 
fort now being made to secure such 
enlargement of the powers of the in­ 
terstate commerce commission as wdll 
confer upon the commission the pow­ 
er In some measure adequate to meet 
the clearly demonstrated needs of the 
situation. That the Standard OU com­ 
pany had benefited enormously almost 
up to the present moment by secret 
rates, many of which, it is alleged, are 
clearly unlawful, the president says 
the report clearly shows, and that the 
benefit thereby secured amounts to 
at leaat $760,000 a year. 
He says: 
“This $760,000 represents the profit 
that the Standard Oil company obtains 
at the expense of the railroads; but of 
course the ultimate result is that it 
obtains a much larger profit at the ex­ 
pense of the public. 
A very striking 
result of the investigation has been 
that shortly after the discovery of 
these set ret rates by commissioners of 
corporations the major portion of them 
were promt tly corrected by the rail­ 
roads so that most of them have now 
been done away with.” 
The statement is added that the de­ 
partm ent of Justice will take up the 
question of Instituting prosecutions in 
at least certain cases. Continuing, the 
president says: 
“But In addition to 
secret rates, the Standard Oil profits 
Immediately by open rates, which are 
ie arranged as to give It an overwhelm­ 
ing advantage 
over its independent 
competitors.” 
It unfortunately is not true, he says, 
that the Standard Oil company is the
